Panel Publicizes 
Varied Versions 
Of Transcripts 


WASHINGTON (API - The House ' 
Judiciary Committee is ready to make 
public 
its transcripts 
of 
eight 
presidential conversations and an 
analysis of how its versions differ from 
those released by the White House. 
Release is scheduled for late today. 
Many of the differences between the 
White House and committee tran­ 
scripts of the W atergate-related 
conversations already have leaked out 
of the closed impeachment inquiry 
sessions. 
For example, it was disclosed from 
the leaked committee transcript of a 
Sept. 15, 1972, conversation that the 
President and aides H. R. Haldeman 
and John W. Dean III had discussed 
the possibility of retaliating against 
The Washington Post for its Watergate 
coverage. 
That part of the conversation had 
been omitted from the White House 
transcript. 
Other differences were disclosed in a 
series of staff memorandums written 
for the committee members but which 
also leaked out. 
The 
com m ittee 
staff, 
using 
sophisticated electronic equipment, 
made its transcripts from tapes the 
panel received from the White House 
and the Watergate grand jury. 
In many cases the staff transcripts 
filled in portions marked inaudible in 
the White House versions and also 
included material deleted entirely in 
the transcripts President Nixon made 
public April 30. 
Most of the differences made known 
so far involved changes in emphasis 
rather than 
substance. 
None ap­ 
parently provided definitive answers 


to such questions as whether the 
President authorized payment of hush 
money to Watergate conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. 
Release of the transcripts is to be the 
first step in the disclosure of thousands 
of pages of evidence the impeachment 
inquiry staff has presented the com­ 
mittee in closed sessions that began 
last May 9. It will include the initial 
presentation by James D. St. Clair, 
President Nixon’s defense lawyer. 
Retaliation against The Washington 
Post as leaked from the committee’s 
Sept. 15 transcript was disclosed in a 
conversation in which Nixon points out 
that licenses of Postowned television 
and radio stations required renewal 
periodically by the Federal Commu­ 
nications Commission. 
That transcript also quoted Nixon as 
saying of Edward Bennett Williams, 
attorney for the Post and also for the 
Democratic National Committee: 
“I think we are going to fix the son of 
a bitch. Believe me. We are going to. 
We’ve got to, because he’s a bad man.” 
A committee staff memorandum 
said that during the March 22. 1972, 
conversation involving Nixon, Dean, 
Haldeman, John D. Ehrlichman and 
John N. Mitchell, Nixon made the 
following comments to Mitchell that 
were not included in the White House 
version: 
‘‘I don’t give a 
what happens. I 
w ant you to (unintelligible I stonewall 
it. plead the Fifth Amendment... Even 
up to this point. The whole theory has 
been containment as you know, John ... 
That’s the thing I was concerned 
with—we’re going to protect our 
people if we can.”

President Nixon’s Watergate claim of 
executive privilege. 
A lawyer for special Watergate 
prosecutor I,eon Jaw orski, Philip 
l^acovara, asked the court in a historic 
hearing 
Monday to 
‘‘explicitly, 
decisively and definitively" uphold a 
lower court order directing Nixon to 
produce records of 64 White House 
conversations. 
But the President’s attorney, James 
I). St. Clair, said the court “ought to 
stay its hand,” at least until im­ 
peachment proceedings have run their 
course in Congress. 
After its 180-minute hearing, the 
Supreme Court adjourned with no 
indication of when it will reach a 
decision. 
There was only one reference in the 
hearing to the secret part of the record 
that the court has before it. 
Jaw orski, 
arguing 
that 
the 
W atergate grand jury 
had the 
authority to name the President an 
unindicted coconspirator 
in the 
Watergate cover-up, said the question 
is important because “ it does relate to 
the relevance of the proof that we are 
seeking.” 


“And this gets into, of course, a 
discussion of m atters that are sealed 
and which I cannot discuss with the 
court.” Jaworski said. 
“ I understand,” said Justice Potter 
Stewart.

includes 
argum ents presented before U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica on the 
President’s motion to quash the 
subpoena for the tapes and documents.

Jaworski and 27 in a brief by the 
American Civil Uberties Union, which 
the court agreed Monday to consider. 
The ACLU opposes the President’s 
claim. 
Eight justices heard arguments and 
will decide the case.

Rehnquist disqualified himself 
I because he is a former assistant to 
Mitchell, one of the defendants in the 
Watergate cover-up trial. 
Rehnquist’s absence raises the 
uossibility of a 4-4 tie. This would

establishing any precedent on the legal 
questions involved. 
Spokesmen for Nixon have declined 
to say whether the President would 
bide by a Supreme Court decision 
against him. 
There are a number of ways the 
court could decide the case. It will 


thrash out its decision privately and 
probably announce it 
within two 
weeks 
It could decide that Sirica’s order 
was not appealable, thus putting it 
back into effect without passing on the 
constitutional questions. 
It could hold that the argument is 
one within the executive branch and 
thus sealed from court interference by 
the doctrine of separation of powers. 
< )r it could decide that Jaworski did not 
prove the material he wanted was 
relevant. Either decision would strike 
lown Sirica’s order. 
If the court decides the material is 
relevant and that the courts have 
jurisdiction, it must decide the 
^resident’s

of

privilege. 
Jaworski has said the conversations 
'•overed by the subpoena deal with 
tuture testimony by White House aides 
and with how to handle payments to 
Watergate defendants. 
St. Clair said in court he does not 
know what they contain. 
“How do you know that they are 
ubjeet to executive privilege?” one of 
the justices asked.

He said such confidential con­ 


versations of a president would be 
covered by executive privilege even if 
they involved criminal matters.

“Well, how far does your point go?”

murder took place on the streets of 
Washington of which the President 
happened to bt* one of the very few 
eyewitnesses ... Would you say he 
cannot be subpoenaed now, because 
there is an impeachment inquiry going 
on and the courts absolutely have to 
stop dead in their tracks'7” 
St. Clair replied that he believed the 
President could not be subpoenaed, but 
his evidence could tx* submitted in 
written form. 
The full session was witnessed by 120 
spectators from the general public, 
some of whom had waited outside for 
as long as 48 hours, while some 780 
other spectators were allowed into the 
historic proceedings on a rotating 
basis, for five minutes at a time.

H o t,H u m id Ehrlichman Denies 
A ir C lin gs 


to Nation Role In Break-In

Heat and humidity clung to most of 
the nation from the central Rockies to 
the Atlantic today after spawning 
tornadoes as well as heavy rain in a 
number of states.

WASHINGTON (AP) - John D. 
Ehrlichman has testified he had no 
idea the White House plumbers were 
planning an illegal burglary when he 
approved a covert operation to 
examine the file of Daniel Ellsberg s 
psychiatrist. 
The former White House domestic 
affairs chief either challenged or said 
he had forgotten every single element 
of the prosecution’s case during his 
testimony Monday in the plumbers 
trial. 
With five hours on the stand behind 
him, Ehrlichman is to be cross­ 
examined for approximately another 
two hours today by associate special 
prosecutor William H. Merrill. 
The 49-year-old Ehrlichman and 
three others are accused of violating 
the civil rights of Dr 
Ix?wis J. 
Fielding, a psychiatrist treating 
Daniel Ellsberg at the time the former 
Pentagon analyst leaked the Pentagon 
Papers to the press. 
On the stand, Ehrlichman seemed 
controlled and unshaken by the ac­ 
cusations of conspiracy and lying to 
the FBI and a grand jury. His trial is in 
its ninth day. 
He gestured confidently and an­ 
swered questions by speaking directly 
to the jury of six men and six women.

Boumeville, the committee chairman 
who said he was not particularly 
worried after the first meeting fizzled 
The Senate-House panel met rn 
almost a circus atmosphere, and it was 
only 35 
minutes 
until 
the 
three 
Republicans and three Democrats 
filed out of the steamy committee 
room. 
It was jammed to the doors with 
about 50 sign-carrying state employes 
demanding a pay raise. The members 
of the Ohio State Government Em­ 
ployes 
Union had 
picketed the 
Statehouse earlier. 
Shoemaker 
adjourned 
the 
proceedings after a partisan dispute on 
a matter previously not considered a 
point of contention. It was whether to 
spend $43.5 million in expected suite 
lotterv proceeds, on top of the $80.5 
million surplus unveiled earlier 
Monday by Gov. John J. Gilligan.

stricken by tornadoes last April 3 
Shoemaker and the other Democrats 
on the conference committee Rep 
Vernal G. Riffe Jr., I>-89 New Boston, 
and Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 
each indicated they intend to support 
the governor’s priorities. They never 
got down to specific proposals 
Rep. F red N Young, R-38 Dayton, 
said education continues to be the No 
I priority of Republicans, but neither 
he nor the other GGP members.

Trudeau W ins 
Firm M ajority 
In Canada 


TORONTO (AF) 
Canadian voters 
swept Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau’s ruling Libera! Party back 
into power in a .smashing victory that 
gave him a solid majority in the House 
of Commons and the prospect of five 
more years in the office he lias held 
since April 1968 
Complete returns from Monthly’s 
general election gave the Liberals 140 
of the 264 seats in Commons, a 
majority of 16. This represented a gain 
of 31 seats over their showing in the 
1972 election. 
The other three parties lost ground 
badly. Robert Stanfield’s Progressive 
Conservatives won 95 seats, a loss of 
17. The New Democrats dropped from 
31 to 16, and party leader David Ix?wis 
lost bis own seat in Parliament. The 
Social Credit party dropped from 15 
seats to 12, and one independent was 
elected. 
It was a stunning comeback for the 
54-year-old Trudeau. He came within 
two seats of losing the government bi 
Stanfield in 1972, and only the support 
of I>‘wis and the New Democrats 
enabled him to hold on for 19 months at 
the head of a minority government. 
Now he can govern without the support 
of any other party. 
Pollsters and political analysts had 
predicted a tight race, but the Liberals 
took an early lead in the Atlantic Mari­ 
time provinces and wrapped up the 
election in (ontario, the most populous 
province. 
Inflation, now at nearly ll per cent, 
was the big issue Stanfield proposed a 
90-day freeze on wages and prices fol­ 
lowed by 18 months of flexible control!. 
Trudeau argued that controls didn’t 
work in the United States or Britain 
and wouldn’t work in Canada He said 
the issue was who could tx?st lead* 
Canada. 
In a low-key victory statement, 
Trudeau said Canada had elected a 
strong government in an uncertain 
world “ Canada has come out of this 
election strong and confident in its 
fu tu re,” he declared 
‘‘I’m very 
anxious to get on with the job.” 
While the liberals swept the East, 
the Conservatives maintained their 
strengh in the West, and Trudeau said 
he regretted this geographical divi­ 
sion. 
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Markets Logan Elm Board Adopts Budget 


NEW YOUK (AP) - The stock 
market lost some more ground today, 
abandoning an early attempt at a 
technical rally. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was down 1.64 at 768.93, and 
losers outpaced gainers by about 8-to-7 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 
The market bounced upward a bit at 
the opening in bargain hunting after 
Monday's deep decline. But analysts 
said the upswing withered under 
continuing concern over record high 
interest rates and heavy loan demand. 
Texaco was the most-active NYSE 
issue, down ln at 24. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the market-value index fell .75 to 74.99. 
The NYSE composite index, mean­ 
while, was off .09 at 42.16. 
Golds advanced, moving strongly 
against the market trend for the 
second straight session.

Final adoption of the 1975 budget w as 
made at the regular monthly meeting 
of the IiOgan Elm Board of Education 
Monday evening. All formal steps 
involving filing, notice and hearing 
have been met as the board meeting 
was also the public hearing on the 
budget.

NEW YORK (AP) - The nation’s 
thrift institutions think they’re getting 
a raw deal from their big competitors, 
the commercial banks, and to some 
extent also from the Securities and 
Exchange 
Commission 
and 
the 
Federal Reserve. 
The troubles have been developing 
for many months, but they are now 
coming to a head over what the 
thrifts—savings banks and savings 
and loan associations—feel is a direct 
threat to their very existence. 
The immediate issue is whether the 
holding companies that operate 
commercial banks should be per­ 
mitted to offer millions of dollars of 
debt securities in small amounts, with 
floating interest rates. 
The thrifts claim such offerings are 
aimed at attracting the holdings of 
individuals who ordinarily would keep 
their cash on deposit with them, at 
interest rates higher than available at 
commercial banks. 
The thrifts, whose deposits supply 
the basic support for the home m ort­ 
gage market, claim they already are 
in poor condition as matters stand, and 
cannot fulfill their role in the housing 
market. 
The nation’s mutual savings banks, 
for example, suffered a net deposit 
outflow of more than $800 million in 
April and May because of what they 
consider to be unfair regulatory re­ 
straints on their competitiveness. 
They claim that the one-quarter 
interest rate advantage they enjoy 
over commercial bank savings ac-

Treasury bills, the thrifts were alar­ 
med. 
They fired off letters of protest in 
every direction—to the head of 
Citicorp, the chairman of the Federal

Such activity by a commercial bank, 
they stated, was aimed at attracting 
the very customers that support the 
thrifts. 
Norman Strunk, executive vice 
president of the United States league 
of Savings Association, said the of­ 
fering “is a flagrant attempt to cir­ 
cumvent Regulation Q, establishes a 
dangerous precedent, and poses a 
serious threat to the stability of our 
nation’s savings markets.” 
Regulation Q is the Federal Reserve 
requirement on interest rates per­ 
mitted to be offered on savings ac­ 
counts—currently a top rate from the 
thrifts of 7.5 per cent on four-to-seven- 
year deposits. 
So tar, neither the Federal Reserve 
nor the SEC’ feels empowered to take 
any action to withhold the Citibank 
offering, or a $200 million offering by 
Chase M anhattan Corp., holding 
company that operates the Chase 
Manhattan Bank 
If these two big commercial in­ 
stitutions are successful in their of­ 
ferings, many more are likely to 
follow. 
And if that happens, the thrifts warn, 
it could mean that they are going to 
lose billions of dollars in deposits, as 
their customers withdraw from their 
accounts to buy higher yielding cor­ 
porate notes.

I work at a blueprint and copy 
company. Ammonia is used as a 
developer and fumes from the 
machines are irritating to me. Can the 
ammonia be harmful to the lungs and 
eyes over a period of time? 
Mrs. M.S., Wash. 
Dear Mrs. S.: 
Ammonia fumes are a pollutant and 
undoubtedly are a source of irritation. 
The delicate lining of the bronchial 
tubes of the lungs and the covering of 
the eyes can be inflamed by constant 
exposure. Whether or not the ammonia 
can cause irreversible changes in 
these tissues should not be a matter of 
speculation. Certainly the ammonia 
can reduce the health of these tissues 
and increase their vulnerability to 
infections and other disorders. 
No one in any industry should be 
exposed to this or any other type of 
hazard to health. Protective devices 
are part of the program of health in 
industry. Often employers are not 
made aware of existing dangers by 
workers who think that complaints will 
reflect badly on them. This is not true. 
Employers are willing to rectify all 


obvious dangers to the health of their 
workers. Should they fail to do so, 
pressure by local health agencies will 
insure that preventive measures are 
instituted. 


I have been told that potassium 
leaves my body too rapidly. The doctor 
believes this is why I am so easily 
fatigued. Can the potassium cause 
such weakness?

I wish to give you an insight into the 
joy and heartache of being a Foster 
Parent. A child is placed with sub­ 
stitute parents and for the child, this 
becomes his new home and family. 
The child is given love and protection 
and after a short while he becomes a 
part of the family. 
As the child grows in this new en­ 
vironment, be begins to reflect the love 
that is given to him. He feels secure 
and wanted, maybe for the first time in 
his life. 
The Foster Parents, 
if 
properly selected, become very 
special to this child. The Foster 
Parents raise this child as they would 
one of their own, experiencing all of 
the feelings of natural parents — love, 
worry, concern, pride. The bond is 
very strong in this relationship. 
The heartache occurs when one of 
the Foster Parents becomes seriously 
ill and the child cannot be taken care of 
properly. The Ohio Department of 
Mental Health & Mental Retardation is 
then called upon to place the child in 
another home. The pain 
of this 
separation is felt by both the Foster 
Parents and the child. The main 
concern is to place the child in a new 
secure home, hoping he will not be 
permanently damaged by this change. 
This is where the Agency plays a 
major role. It is very important to the 
future welfare of the child that he be 
placed in a home very similar to the 
one he has just left. If the adjustment 


of this change is not made by the child, 
serious consequences can occur. I do 
not feel that the State Agency made a 
proper selection in this home and the 
results were that our Foster Child 
suffered seizures which placed her in 
the hospital for several days. Although 
I realize the staff of the State 
Children’s Services is very busy, I 
hope they will be more careful in the 
future in their selection of a similar 
home so that separations of this nature 
will not effect the future mental and 
physical happiness of these beautiful 
children.

Ohio Sales 
Increases 
During Year 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Cash 
registers have been ringing up bigger 
and better sales totals in Ohio for the 
first five months of 1974, reports the 
Ohio State University Center for 
Business and Economic Research. 
Sales increases for the year-to-date 
were 8 per cent ahead of the same 
period last year and a whopping ll per 
cent up in May from the same month in 
1973. 
Researchers found the month-to- 
month trend climbed even higher, 
increasing a sharp 3 per cent above 
sales figures for April, seasonally 
adjusted. 
Only two of 25 business lines and only 
two city-county areas in Ohio showed 
decreases in the May-to*May cash 
register comparisons. 
Automobile dealers sales slacked off 
12 per cent and other automotive 
retailers showed a 20 per cent drop off 
in receipts. 
Regionally, all major city-county 
areas except Akron and Youngstown 
showed increases in business volume. 
They recorded declines, respectively, 
of I and 2 per cent. 
Increases ranged as high as ll per 
cent in May for Hamilton-Middletown 
and up to 21 per cent on the year-to- 
year comparison for Chillicothe-Ross 
areas.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexican 
President Luis Echeverria says the 14- 
year-old blockade of Cuba should be 
lifted because the Communist island 
nation no longer wants to export 
revolution.

I^ast year, it took a Canadian 
broadcaster to remind us how proud 
we should be. This year and every day 
from now on, we must rekindle that 
flame of patritism I fear too many of 
us have let dwindle over the years. 
Ixx>k at your homeland and see it as 
one of the most blessed countries in the 
world; see it as one which seeks 
constantly to keep the peace in the 
world; see it as one which has been 
generous to others with its largesse. 
Or, try talking to someone who has 
come from another country where 
conditions are not so good. There is a 
wall in Berlin. There are no “walls” in 
America. Drought and famine exist in 
Africa; deadly disease in India. 
Religious and Political suppression 
abounds in the communist countries. 
None abides here. 
Nor will it ever, as long as we 
cherish 
that 
freedom 
and 
in­ 
dependence that we commemorate on 
July Fourth. The declaration of the 
rights of man professed 
by our 
forefathers is still the creed by which 
this country exists today. By keeping 
and duly remembering these highest 
traditions and beliefs on which our 
country’ was founded, it will continue 
through many, many more Fourths of 
July.

Turnpike 
Fatalities, 
Revenue Dip 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Traffic 
deaths on the Ohio Turnpike have 
dropped sharply since the speed limit 
was reduced to 55 miles per hour, but 
toll revenues have fallen, too. 
Turnpike Commission Chairman 
James Shocknessy said there were 
four deaths on the tollway during the 
first six months of this year, compared 
with 14 during the first half of 1973. 
He said the four fatalities is the 
lowest toll ever for the first half of a 
year. 
Shocknessy 
reported 
turnpike 
revenues for the first six months 
totaled slightly more than $20 million, 
a drop of $945,000 from the same period 
last year. 
He attributed the decline to fewer 
passenger cars traveling fewer miles 
because of the lower speed limit and 
short gas supplies. 
The number of trucks using the toll 
road across northern Ohio also has 
declined, but revenues from com­ 
m ercial vehicles have increased 
because trucks are making longer 
trips with heavier loads, Shocknessy 
said.

CINCINNATI,Ohio (AP) 
Cincinnati Bengals Coach 
Paul Brown said Monday he 
doubts if many veterans will 
show up for the opening of 
training camp Saturday, but 
he expects "the core of our 
team to be there in time for 
our first exhibition game." 
Brown’s words came as the 
National Football League 
Players Association won its 
biggest victory of the week- 
old strike, threatening to 
cancel the College All-Star 
Game in Chicago. 
The Bengals are scheduled 
to open exhibition play Aug. 3 
against 
the 
two-time 
defending World Champion 
Miami Dolphins. 
Brown suggested the stale­ 
mate may be broken with 
some veterans quitting the 
players association. 
"There is nothing in the law 
that says you can’t resign 
from the union,” Brown said. 
"And there’s nothing in the 
law that says you can’t rejoin 
when you want to. 
"It may come down to 


something like that, he said, 
noting the resignation from 
the NFLPA by Dallas Cowboy 
veteran Ralph Neely. 
Brown isn’t sure how long 
the 
camp 
can 
continue 
without the veterans. 
"After we get there we’ll 
just have to see how far and 
how well we can operate, how 
much we can get done,” he 
said. 
He said the Bengals may 
pick up a number of free 
agents as they are cut from 
other clubs. 
Three rookies not expected 
for opening day may be on 
hand after all. With the devel­ 
opment at Chicago Monday, 
three All-Star selections may 
be joining the Bengals. 
Representing Cincinnati at 
the All-Star game was No. I 
draft pick Bill Kollar from 
Montana State, No. 3 choice 
Dave I^pham from Syracuse 
and No. 9 selection Bill 
Bryant from Grambling. 
They would boost 
the 
number of rookies expected 
to 17.

NEW YORK (AP) - “ The 
Japanese Film ” series seems 
one of the more improbable 
survivors of the recently-con­ 
cluded program “ auction” 
the 
Public 
Broadcasting 
Service held for the nation’s 
public TV system. 
After all, who’d think many 
U.S. viewers would tune in for 
Japanese movie classics that 
range from what is called “ a 
chilling Sam urai m orality 
tale” to a “ striking parable” 
about 
modern 
Japanese 
society? 
The managements of at 
least 80 per cent of America’s 
public TV 
stations, 
that’s 
who. 
They were willing to in­ 
clude the series in the 26 
they’ve 
agreed 
to 
help 
finance—93 were up for 
grabs—next season under 
PB S’ new “ station program 
cooperative” plan. 
Admittedly, the deal was 
sweetened by the fact the 
bulk of the show’s cost was 
underwritten by a $448,000 
grant from the National 
Endowment 
for 
the 
Humanities. 
But what else might ac­ 
count for the stations’ interest 
in

English 
sub-titled 
movies that last two to three 
hours and are nowhere as 
well-known in the U.S. as, 
say, 
“ Easy 
R id er” 
or 
“ Citizen Kane” ? 
The probable answer, says 
the 
series’ 
internationally- 
known host, Dr. Edwin O. 
Reischauer, is simply that 
“ there’s 
a 
growing 
awareness in many parts of 
the country to the importance 
of Japan as a whole. 
“ There’s also a 
certain 
awareness here of the quality 
of the Japanese film medium. 


They (Japanese films) do 
have a very high reputation, 
particularly 
with 
young 
people in America, in the 
colleges. 
“ And I think the idea of 
The Japanese Film ’ is ex­ 
traordinarily 
interesting.” 
said 
Reischauer, 
U.S. 
Ambassador to Japan from 
1961 to 1966 and now a Har­ 
vard professor.

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Bicycling, Safety Should Be Synonymous

With the apparent fuel shortage and 
the high rise in gasoline prices, more 
.Americans are turning to the two- 
wheeled vehicle commonly known as 
the bicycle. 
Bicycle sales have skyrocketed from 
13,9 million in 1972 to an estimated 16 
million in 1974. Officials report an 
estimated 70-100 million bicycles are in 
use in America today. 
The bicycling sport has caused great 
alarm to the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration of the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation and the 
Bicycle Institute of America. 
While Circleville and Pickaway 
County have had only a few minor 
injury bike-related accidents, the 
national average shows that bike 
accidents declined five per cent in 1973 
over 1972, and a minimal decrease rn 
deaths. But the alarming factor to 
NHTSA came in December 1973, when 
bicyclist fatalities rose by 37.8 per cent 
over the same period in 1972 and 
continued to increase at the same rate 
in January 1974. 
This has caused bike safety groups, 
manufacturers and state and federal 
legislatures to take a second look at the 
bicycle world legislation has been 
introduced in the Ohio house con­ 
cerning the manufacturer’s con­ 
struction of a bicycle and safety 
requirements to be installed on the 
two-wheelers. 
The 
products of the 
Bicycle 
Manufacturers Association of America 
have been made under a voluntary 
safety standard, BMA-6, effective July 
I, 1971 , said by some to be stronger 
than government standards in 1974 
Two major causes in bike accidents 
are riding on the wrong side of the road 
and busy intersections. 
Bicyclists are reminded that they 
are to ride with the flow of the traffic. 
A bicyclist should never ride against 
the traffic. Stay to the right of the high­ 
way.

If an intersection is busy, the 
bicyclist should get off the bike and 
walk across the street. Motorists are 
urged to watch for the two-wheeled 
vehicles, also. 
Here are some safety tips when 
riding bikes as printed by the Bicycle 
Institute of America: 
I. Obey all traffic regulations, lights, 
stop signs, one-way streets. 
2 Keep right Hide single file. Don’t 
weave rn and out, swerve, race or stunt 
in traffic. Never hitch a ride on a truck 
or other vehicle. 
3 For night riding, be sure to have a 
white light in front and a red light or 
state-approved reflector in the rear. 
Have a clear-sounding horn or bell to 
warn others of approach. 
4. Slow down at all intersections, 
look both ways, then proceed with 
caution 
5 .Always give pedestrians the right 
of way. 
6. Watch out for cars pulling into 
traffic or for doors opening. 
7. Don’t carry passengers or 
packages that interfere with vision or 
control. 
8. Always use proper hand signals 
for stopping and turning. 
A bicycle safety brochure can be 
obtained at the Pickaway County 
Sheriff's office. 
The State of Ohio has 15 safety laws 
which apply to bicyclists, of which a 
majority are not enforced. 
Ohio Revised Code sections relating 
to bicycles are. 4511.52,4511.53 , 4511.54, 
4511.55. 4511.56. 
Two other probable hazards to 
bicycle riders is that the bike is not 
sized properly for the bicyclist and it is 
not kept in good running condition. 
Just as an automobile needs ser­ 
vicing, so does a bicycle. Parts such 
as, chain, pedals, spokes, wheels. 
tires, brakes, lights, reflectors, handle 
bars and grips, bell, fenders and 
saddle should be checked at least twice 
a year, by a reliable serviceman.

the saddle position. Adjust it so that 
the top surface of the saddle is about 
level with the ground and front of the 
saddle about an inch behind the center 
of the chain sprocket. 
Adjust it up or down so that the knee 
is slightly bent w hen the ball of the foot 
is on the pedal in the six o’clock 
position Adjust the seat every three or 
four months. 
Adjust the handle bar height so the 
grips are about level with the top of the 
saddle. The body should lean well 
forward in the riding position, arms 
comfortable without stretching or 
cramping. 


Pedal easily. Place the balls of the 
feet on the pedals, applying pressure 
smoothly at all times without thrusts 
or jerky motion.
